U.S. Planes Hit 
Viet Cong Bases 


SAIGON, South 
Viet 
Nam 
(AP)—UJS, fighters and bomb­ 
e rs pounded suspected Red bas­ 
es and supply routes in South 
Viet Nam today while ground 
fighting again slacked off. 
A battle-scarred battalion of 
the UJS. 1st Infantry Division 
skirm ished briefly with Com­ 
munist forces on the jungle out­ 
sk irts of the abandoned Miche- 
lin plantation 40 miles north­ 
west of Saigon while both sides 
were apparently searching for 
combat dead in the big battle 
fought there Sunday. 
The 
men of the “ Big Red 
One" captured one enemy troop­ 
er who identified himself as a 
North 
Vietnamese regular in 
a heavy-weapons company at­ 
tached to the Viet Cong regi­ 
ment prowling the area, U JL 
spokesmen said. 
Although air attacks on North 
Viet Nam slackened off to l l 
m issions on which Air Force 
and Navy planes unloaded 31 
tons of bombs, U. S. and Viet­ 
nam ese aircraft flew 408 com­ 
bat strikes in the South, spokes­ 
men announced. 
Off the Vietnamese coast, the 
76,700-ton carrier Kitty Hawk 
sent aloft her jet fighter-bomb- 
e rs again after her crew battled 
a se rie s of fires for three hours 
Monday. Two sailors died of 


smoke inhalation, and 29 per* 
sons were injured when flash 
fires broke out below 
decks 
while the carrier was taking 
fuel from a tanker. 
A two-seat F4C Phantom jet 
crashed 280 miles north of Sai­ 
gon, 
apparently 
killing both 
crewmen. Spokesmen said they 
did not think the supersonic 
plane was hit by ground fire. 
The skirmish on the rubber 
plantation occurred as a 1st Di­ 
vision battalion battered in the 
Sunday action scoured the ares 
for three 
m issing American 
bodies. They ran into a large 
Viet Cong group also apparent* 
ly searching for its dead. 
Although the Am ericans were 
not given orders to attack — 
presumably because they were 
off their peak fighting form-— 
shots rang out acro ss the clear­ 
ing. The Americans called for 
air and artillery strikes and 
ground reinforcem ents, but the 
Viet Cong fled, leaving behind 
three dead. American casual­ 
ties were reported light. 
A UJ5. military spokesman 
estimated the enemy dead in the 
action Sunday at 231 and report­ 
ed 
that 
1st 
Infantrymen 
had found the bodies of 20 Com* 
munist snipers tied in trees at 
the battle site. UJS.. casualties

of the arrival of the two Cabi­ 
net officers.

New Radar System Designed 
To Prevent Air Collisions 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Hie 
Federal 
Aviation 
Agency is 
moving to equip the nation's 
m ajor airports with a three-di­ 
mension radar technique 
de­ 
signed to prevent accidents such 
a s Saturday's collision of air­ 
lin ers 
over 
New 
York's 
W estchester County. 
An FAA official said the tech­ 
nique has been satisfactorily 
developed during the past five 
years in a program to establish 
a national air space system . 
But he said the highly sophis­ 
ticated, computerized sy stem - 
costing in the millions of dollars 
— won't be introduced into the 
busy New York area for about 
two years. 
The plane locater system is 
designed for high-altitude traf­ 
fic control through the use of 
what the FAA calls stored alpha­ 
num erics. 


Under the technique, the ra- 
dar blips of an approaching air­ 
liner are electronically tagged 
with luminous letters and num­ 
e rals 
called alpha-numerics. 
This tag instantly tells air con­ 
trol tower personnel the plane's 
identification, altitude andloca.

M06WOW AP - The Soviet 
Union's fourth attempt this year 
to make history's first soft land­ 
ing on the moon failed early 
today. The unmanned spaceship 
Luna 8 crashed into the moon's 
surface. 
But unlike after other unsuc­ 
cessful attem pts, the official 
Soviet news agency Tass an­ 
nounced the failure only 2V2 
hours after the space ship's 


radio went dead at 12:51 a.m . 
Hie failure of the last attempt 
for a soft landing, on Oct. 8, was 
not announced for 13 hours. 
Unlike other recent tries, the 
R ussians announced Luna 8*s 
m ission Immediately after it 
was launched Dec. 3. M issions 
of its last two moon ships were 
made known only after 
they 
failed. 
T ass said Luna 8 worked with 


out a flaw in all stages until the 
touch-down.

Interest Rate Order Draws Fire 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Hie 
Federal R eserve Board's order 
boosting 
interest 
rates has 
drawn new congressional criti­ 
cism after a meeting between 
President Johnson and board 
Chairman William McChesney 
Martin J r . produced no change 
in their opposing stands on the 
increase. 
Some 
Dem ocrats 
who at­ 
tacked the board's Sunday deci­ 
sion, 
which 
raised interest 
rates to the highest level in 55 
years, suggested the possibility 
of curbing the board's inde­ 
pendent status. 
But indications were that crit­ 


ic s 
would 
vent their wrath 
against Martin in congressional 
hearings next month and sub­ 
side temporarily to see what 
happens with the economy be­ 
fore proceeding further. 


The board looks upon the In­ 
cre a se 
as 
an 
anti-inflation 
move. Hie administration says 
higher rates may put a damper 
on the economy. 


“ He didn't address him selfto 
changing my mind and I didn't 
ad d ress 
myself 
to changing 
h is ," Johnson told a news con­ 
ference after his two-hour meet­ 
ing at his Texas ranch with 


Martin and other economic ad­ 
visers. 
Martin said that while he was 
optimistic about the future of 
the economy, he looks on the 
threat of inflation a s “ a very 
real one." He said the board 
had moved to combat inflation­ 
ary p ressu res. 
“ This Is a m atter of judg­ 
m ent," the Federal Reserve 
Board chief said, adding that 
the move “ was not Intended in 
any way to defy the President 
or the adm inistration. 
The 
press ought not to cast me In 
that ro le," he said. 
Specifically, the Federal Re­ 


serve Board authorized an in­ 
crease from 4 to 4.5 per cent 
in the discount rate on interest 
charge by regional Federal Re­ 
serve banks on loans to mem­ 
ber commercial banks, and an 
increase in the maximum in­ 
terest banks may pay on speci­ 
fied time deposits of more tliun 
30 days from 4.5 per cent to 
an all-time peak of 5.5 per 
cent. 


A number of Democratic con­ 
gressm en said they felt the Fed­ 
eral Reserve Board was trying 
to defy both Johnson and Con­ 
g ress. 


U.S. Believes Defect In 
Defense Now Eliminated 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Hie 
Defense Department believes it 
has eliminated a factor that 
contributed to the military de­ 
bacle at Pearl Harbor — the 
inability to contact swiftly the 
top officials of the American 
high command. 
Changes in organizational set­ 
up and in the machinery of 
communications 
which 
were 
started alm ost immediately aft­ 
er a Japanese carrier strike 
force blasted much of the Pacif­ 
ic Fleet in Pearl Harbor 24 
years ago today make remote 
any chance of sim ilar confusion 
on contacting officials, a Penta­ 
gon spokesman told a reporter. 
In 
1941, almost everything 
went 
wrong 
In 
the 
weeks 
preceding Dec. 7 and on the day 
itself. 
The possibility of a Japanese 
attack 
somewhere 
had been 
foreseen for months. The United 
States had accomplished a dra­ 
matic breakthrough in intelli­ 
gence, cracking the cipher code 
used by Japan. Still m atters 
went awry. 
Using information from the 
cracked code, intelligence ex­ 
perts were able to decipher on 
Dec. 6 most of 13 parts of the 14- 
part radio m essages sent by 
Tokyo to the Japanese Em bassy 
in Washington. 
The 13 parts contained infor­ 
mation indicating that negotia­ 
tions were be be ended and that 
war was to follow — but still 
lacked a clue as to where and 
when 
the 
attack 
would 
be 
launched. It still is not clear at 
what hour part 14 became avail­ 
able. Still another m essage told 
the em bassy to destroy its code 
machine and all secret docu­ 
ments. The Tokyo government 
ordered the embassy to deliver 
the 14-part m essage to the Am­ 


erican State Department at I 
p.m. EST on Dec. 7 — which 
was dawn at Pearl Harbor. 
The late Gen. George C .M ar­ 
shall, Army chief of staff, and 
Adm. Harold P. Stark, the chief 
of naval operations, were not 
reached for delivery of the lat­ 
est 
vital information, which 
showed that only hours were left 
before an attack. 
Investigations and subsequent 
statements by M arshall and oth­ 
e rs seem to show that Stark was 
away from his home for the 
evening but that M arshall was 
at his quarters in Ft. Myer, Va., 
just across the Potomac River 
from Washington. 
A report by a special Army 
board which investigated in 1944 
says 
that the important in­ 
formation reached the Arm y's 
G-2 (the intelligence division) 
not later than 9 p.m. on the eve­ 
ning of Dec. 6, was placed in a 
locked pouch for delivery 
to 
then Col. Bedell Smith with a 
warning that it contained a vi­ 
tally important m essage. Smith 
was M arshall's topaide. 
The

commented: . 
“ Whatever was the reason of 
Col. Bedell Smith for not con­ 
veying this m essage to Gen. 
Marshall on the night of D ec.6, 
it 
was 
an 
unfortunate one. 
Standing operating procedures 
should have required delivery of 
this vital information to Gen. 
Marshall at once." 
Marshall, in his initial ap­ 
pearances before the several 
Investigating 
bodies, seemed 
uncertain whether he was at 
home that night, but subse­ 
quently said that he w as. 
Dr. Forrest C. Pugue, official 
Army historian, told a newsman 
Monday, “ There has been no 
evidence

WASHINGTON (AP) — Hie 
Supreme Court takes up today 
the ticklish problem of obscen e 1 
literature and the delicate bal­ 
ance between censorship and 
freedom of expression. 
A legal thicket that has en­ 
meshed courts and book sellers 
a c ro ss the land, the obscenity 
question comes before the court 
in the form of three separate 
appeals from lower court ban. 
Book dealers and civil liber­ 
ties groups will be watching to 
see how the court rules on the 
c a se s and whether it alters its 
eight-year«old standard for de* 
termining what is obscene lit­ 
erature. 
There was no clue as the Jus­ 
tices began the hearings a s to 
whether a change is in the off­ 
ing. But the fact that the court 
agreed 
to hear the appeals 
means the standard Is undergo­ 
ing rexamination. 
Set down in the court's 1957 
Roth decision, the prevailing

VATICAN CITY (AP) — Pope 
Paul VI proclaimed the last four 
decrees of the Vatican Ecumen­ 
ical Council today and prom ised 
the questions it did not answer— 
such a s birth control — would 
not be put aside after the three- 
year-old council ends Wednes­ 
day. 
The bishops of the Roman 
Catholic Church took final for­ 
mal votes on each of the decress 
in a public council session in SI. 
P eter's Basilica. AU were ap­ 
proved, and the controversial 
documents on religious liberty 
and modern world problems re­ 
ceived even bigger m ajorities 
than in earlier work session s. 
Pope Paul then promulgated 
the documents. The religious 
liberty declaration and the 36,- 
000-word statement on modern 
world problems — denouncing 
nuclear warfare and keeping 
open the question of birth con­ 
trol — were mUestones for the 
Roman Catholic Church. They 
committed it to a more open, 
more accommodating relation­ 
ship with the world around it. 
The modern world statement 
did not alter Roman Catholic 
teaching on birth control but left 
the way open for future changes.

Fixing Okay 


WASHINGTON (AP)—The Su­ 
preme Court affirm ed today the 
Federal Power Com m ission's 
authority to fix the starting 
price at which natural gas may 
be sold in interstate commerce. 
The FPC can properly con­ 
clude under the National Gas 
Act, Justice William O .Douglas 
said for the court, “ that ade­ 
quate protection to the public 
interest requires an interim 
measure that gas not enter the 
interstate 
market 
at prices 
higher than existing 
le v e ls." 
And, Douglas continued, “ the 
commission could properly con­ 
clude that the public interest 
required the producers to make 
refunds for the period in which 
they sold their gas at prices ex­ 
ceeding those properly deter­ 
mined to be in the public in­ 
te re st." 
Justice John M. Harlan wrote 
a separate opinion that partly 
concurred and partly dissented 
from the court's action. Justice 
Abe Fortas took no part in the 
decision. Hie rest of the court 
joined with Douglas.

President Lyndon B. Johnson has put in two 
years as the nation’s chief executive and if 
he is having trouble getting his strength back 
from a gall bladder operation the nation also 
is experiencing difficulty catching its breath. 
It was on Nov. 22, 1963, that the 55-year-old 
Johnson took the oath of office as the 36th 
President of the United States. The ceremony 
was aboard 
the presidential jet, Air Force 
One, just before departure from Love Field, 
Tex., for Washington, D. C. 
L ess than one hour after John Fitzgerald Ken­ 
nedy, the 35th President, was declared dead 
of an assassin ’s bullet. 
“ I will do my best; that is all I can do; I 
ask your help,” said the new President. 
There never has been any doubt since but 
that he has given his all to the job. 
That, of course, has been much too much 
for many of us. 
Initially he pulled the nation together in shock 
over the violent passing of its young President. 
In his first presidential address, he stressed 
the continuity of legislative and foreign policy 
goals. 
In the first year of consolidation, Johnson 
prodded Congress into enactment of two major 
bills left over from the Kennedy years—a 
strong civil rights bill and an $11.5 billion 
tax cut. 
Yet on May 22, 1964, le ss than a year after 
he took office, the new President felt secure 
enough to replace Kennedy’s New Frontier with 
Johnson’s Great Society. And the country hasn’t 
been the same since. 
In that autumn—a year ago--he won election 
in his own right by the largest popular margin 
in the nation’s history. 
With a huge working majority in the 89th Con­ 
gress, Johnson administration legislation was 
passed in 1965 in a seemingly endless flow. 
Some of it—like m edicare—had been stalled 
for 20 years. 
Three years of uninterrupted economic ex­ 
pansion under Kennedy have become five under 
his successor. 
The ever-expanding war in Viet Nam and the 
crisis in the Dominican Republic, could yet 
prove black marks against Johnson. 
There also is the possibility but not prob­ 
ability that the enormous spending programs and 
some of the hastily and ill conceived drawn 
dom estic legislation that he has triggered may 
remain to haunt him, turning people against 
him instead of producing still more popular 
votes for him to harvest. 
But barring the unexpected, a nation which 
has lived with Johnson’s planned spontaneity 
for two years will have him at the helm for 
seven more. 
That, brother, really is something to con­ 
template.

We agree. 
The federal government keeps reaching out by 
expanding its activities in established fields 
and by entering new ones. 
When the money is available every alert 
community, county and state immediately moves 
to get its share. This is what they should do. 
If they don’t go after it some other community, 
county or state will. The money will be spent 
somewhere. 
It is 
foolish to sit on the sidelines and 
perm it the money to go elsew here. 
Yet this process accelerates the welfare state 
and causes people to look to the federal govern­ 
ment for many types of assistance that could 
best be obtained locally—best from the stand­ 
points of efficiency, economy and sound adminis­ 
tration. 
If a state can induce the federal government 
to spend $1.15 within its borders for every $1 
extracted in federal tax from the state’s citizens, 
it may give its citizens the comforting thought 
they are staying ahead in the gay battle of chasing 
federal dollars. 
It is quite another thing to ponder how many 
dollars the taxpayers of the benefitting state 
and those of other states may pay out to produce 
that $1.15 after administrative costs are sub­ 
tracted. 
The enormous federal bureaucracy is not 
operated efficiently or cheaply. 
Part of the difficulty lies in the impossibility 


of ever dropping any federal program once it 
has been established. 
There are two compelling reasons for this. 
No bureaucrat will ever sit idly by while his 
program is being demolished. 
Once accustomed to receiving federal aid, no 
person, no community, no county and no state 
will willingly permit it to be withdrawn. 
Besides the federal government with its grow­ 
ing, ravenous appetite for tax revenues is giving 
sm aller governmental subdivisions increasingly 
more limited areas in which to tax at a time 
when their costs are rising and their needs are 
growing. 
The individual who buys from a store offering 
trading stamps is foolish not to accept them 
because they are a part of the purchase price. 
He is paying for them. 
Similarily if federal aid exists any individual 
or sm aller government subdivision should take 
advantage of it. 
It is impractical to try to fight the system . 
The spread of the welfare state cannot be 
stopped either during lulls between federal 
government spending programs. The cost of the 
federal government keeps rising even during 
these rest periods as a result of existing 
programs and the deficit spending mounts. 
Then the process is accelerated the next time 
the vote hungry politicians promise new pro­ 
grams offering greater federal benefits from 
the hard earned dollars of the taxpayers. 
Calling an abrupt halt on all federal spending 
would throw the country into a major depression. 
But it is doubtful if the people would sit still 
for a gradual tapering off of federal spending 
activity. This is the only practical way to avoid 
the creation of the welfare state and halt the 
process of being bled white. 
Agreement should be reached on areas of 
activity that would be left for private enter­ 
prise, city, county, state and federal government. 
Then a no poaching policy must be enforced 
strictly to give the American people top value 
for their money, keep the country free and strong 
and give them sound, effective government at 
all levels.

Washington Merry - Go - Round

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WASHINGTON — Jim Quigley, 
assistant secretary of HEW, 
who cut off that $32 million of 
federal money to the Chicago 
schools and promptly got re ­ 
versed, is resigning from the 
Johnson administration, prob­ 
ably to run for governor of 
Pennsylvania. Jim is not sore 
at anyone and says LBJ did 
not get mad either. 
But behind this lies a story 
which may be the key to the 
Negro vote in New York, Chi­ 
cago, Philadelphia, Pittsburgh, 
St. Louis and other big cities 
in 1968. Negro leaders, meeting 
with two Johnson cabinet mem­ 
bers last week, very pointedly 
warned that the Negro vote was 
not hitched to the Democratic 
party and might well go Repub­ 
lican unless federal funds are 
stopped from going to segre­ 
gated schools. 
The issue was debated with 
considerable vigor in a closed- 
door meeting between two cabi­ 
net members and 17 white and 
Negro civil rights leaders last 
week in the office of Attorney 
General Nicholas Katzenbach. 
Secretary of HEW John Gard­ 
ner, 
who disperses federal 
funds to schools and hospitals, 
was also present. 
Their sometimes acid debate 
was not supposed to leak out, 
but this column can report that 
the two cabinet members were 
adamant that the Chicago policy 
of advancing money to schools 
even 
without complete civil 
rights compliance would be con­ 
tinued. Later, if cities or states 
were found to disregard the law, 
the federal government would 
move to get its funds back. 
ROY WILKINS WARNS 
Civil rights leaders told Kat­ 
zenbach and Gardner that this 
would 
take months or even 
years. They claimed this would 
completely sabotage the intent 
of Congress in passing the Civil 
Rights Act. 
"T itle 6 of the Act is clear 
and 
explicit," said Marion 
Barry of SNCC. "You have the 
power to withhold funds. School 
districts will never come in 


line if you extend the money." 
The argument got so heated 
that, at one point, mild-man­ 
nered Roy Wilkins, president 
of the powerful NA ACP, warned: 
"The Democrats shouldn't get 
the idea that they have the 
Negro vote sewed up forever. 
They haven't. Look what hap­ 
pened in New York, Cleveland 
and Louisville just one month 
ago.” 
Wilkins referred to the fact 
that 60 per cent of the Harlem 
vote went for John Lindsay, 
Republican candiate for mayor; 
that Republicans kept control 
of Louisville thanks to tile Negro 
vote; and that a Negro 
came 
within 
2,000 votes of being 
elected mayor of Cleveland. 
Others attending the meeting 
included Joseph Rauh of the 
CIO Industrial Unions; Whitney 
Young of the Urban League; 
Andy Biemiller of the AFL- 
CIO; Harry Wattel, represent­ 
ing Martin Luther King; and 
George Wiley of CORE. 
They debated not only school 
integration but hospital inte­ 
gration and the failure of the 
Justice 
Department to send 
more voting registrars to the 
South. 
In general they found Attorney 
General Katzenbach more re ­ 
ceptive than newly appointed 
HEW Secretary Gardner, though 
at one point Gardner admitted 
his department had not done a 
very good job. 
Biemiller of the AFL-CIO put 
up a strong plea to hold back 
federal funds for Medicare until 
each hospital complies with the 
civil rights and is integrated. 
"Don't give 'em the money 
first then talk about revoking It 
afterward," Biemiller argued. 
"The law is quite clear that 
they're not entitled to federal 
funds until they have complied 
with the law." 
Joe Rauh backed this up. 
"Your only weapon is to hold 
back the money in the first 
place," he argued. "If you have 
a complaint that a school dis­ 
trict or hospital is not follow­ 
ing the law, they should never 


receive federal funds without 
a thorough investigation. It's 
a mistake to advance the money, 
then try to revoke it if there is 
noncompliance." 
The two 
cabinet members, 
however, 
made no commit­ 
ments. They didn't argue that 
they lacked the right to withhold 
the money. The law, they ad­ 
mitted, was quite clear that 
they had the right. But they 
seemed frozen in their posi­ 
tions as if they had received 
instructions from higher up. 
"Negroes are going to con­ 
sider it a white man's trick to 
pass this law and then not en­ 
force it," argued Rauh. 
MORE VOTE REGISTRARS 
Wiley, of CORE, and Wattel, 
representing 
Martin Luther 
King, made a plea for more vot­ 
er registrars. 
"When you passed this law, 
the nation expected results," 
said Wattel, "but the results 
have been pathetic." 
He called attention to the fact 
that the Justice Department had 
sent only 32 registrars to the 
entire South. 
"You have received 
com­ 
plaints from over one hundred 
counties in the South," argued 
Wiley, "but you have only 32 
registrars in the entire area— 
only 13 in M ississippi, one of 
the worst states." 
Katzenbach indicated that the 
Justice Department could go 
further. 
Secretary Gardner said that 
he was appointing a special as­ 
sistant to handle civil rights 
problems, 
but under cross­ 
examination said that the new 
assistant would have no staff. 
"W hat's the use of appointing 
a special assistant with no staff 
to carry out his work?" de­ 
manded Whitney Young of the 
Urban League. 
As the meeting ended, the 
two unhappy cabinet members 
made no prom ises. But they 
seemed to gef the point em ­ 
phasized by all the 
leaders 
present that there might be a 
lot of vote-switching against 
Johnson in 1968.

Reuther Launches Multi-Mil­ 
lion $$$ Drive To Unionize En­ 
tire Government 
SAN FRANCISCO— When Wal­ 
ter Reuther last attended a na­ 
tional 
convention here of the 
men who lead America's power­ 
ful labor movement, 
he took 
- time out to beard N. S. Khrush­ 
chev in a posh Nob Hill den. 
Now the Detroit auto union 
chief is seeking bigger g a m e - 
such as the U. S. government. 
He and his colleagues want to 
unionize a million or more fed­ 
eral 
employes 
as 
part of a 
sweeping organization drive on 
which he is willing to spend over 
$5 million, 
As always at a gathering of the 
nation's 900 most influential la­ 
bor leaders at their biennial 
AFL - CIO Constitutional Con­ 
vention, Reuther is the restless, 
colorful, idea-rocketing center 
of attraction for the delegates 
and the tourists. 
There is an in-group, 
the 
power structure, which is little 
known to the public 
because 
that's how this establishment 
prefers it. Generally outwardly 
placid, it is now inwardly nettled 
by Reuther's barbs and charges 
that it has a "bankers mentali­ 
ty" and refuses to take "money 
out of the m othballs." 
But not since the pre-space 
age in this city when immova­ 
ble George Meany battled the ir­ 
resistible John Lewis 
— and 
Old King Coal lost — have there 
been any open floor battles. Now 
all is behind the scenes. Pri­ 
vately the other national labor 
chiefs 
are saying 
in effect; 
Okay, Reuther, let's see what 
you can do. 
So the "redhead" is develop­ 
ing plans, meeting with labor 
chiefs from across the land, 
attempting to raise millions 
for an uncharacteristically un­ 
spectacular, but 
characteris­ 
tically history making unioniz­ 
ing drive in '66. 
There is talk of his organizers 
sweeping 
across the 
South. 
However, the first sector to 
watch for moves by the AFL- 
CIO's industrial union (I. U. D.) 
wing, which he leads, is right 
smack in the heart of Washing­ 
ton, D. C. 
There he and his brilliantly 
competent Executive Director- 
Secretary 
Treasurer, 
Jack 
Conway, have a huge potential 
—some 800,000 non-union gov­ 
ernment employes. These men 
and women of the civil service 
can be unionized into the old, 
but unknown and weak Ameri­ 
can Federation of Government 
Employes (A. F. G. E.). 
If successful in the capital, 
Reuther's 
organizers 
would 
have virtually a million-mem­ 


ber base in the A. F. G. E. for 
fanning 
across country. Now 
he would 
be ready to move 
south in search of non-unionized 
employes at hundreds of new 
federal installations. Some of 
these are huge m ilitary sites. 
Others have just a handful of 
workers in a cluster of classi­ 
fied buildings. 
This campaign could be cou­ 
pled with "organize-the-unor- 
ganized" 
d r i v e s 
amongst 
migratory farm workers and at 
nearby 
hotels, 
motels, res­ 
taurants, 
laundries and other 
service "shops". 
But that would be secondary- 
in the push to sign up the gov­ 
ernment — and city govern­ 
ments as well. 
If other unions make money 
and manpower available — and 
that is what 
Reuther and his 
colleagues seek at this Sixth 
Constitutional Convention —the 
L U. D. will launch offensives 
against thousands of small bus­ 
inesses here in California, Chi­ 
cago (area) and New England. 
Jack Conway and his research­ 
e rs reckon that the small shop 
potential is in the hundreds of 
thousands of new members. 
These plants employ from IOO 
to 150 workers and have been 
thought impregnable to labor 
organizers. Many of them are 
low income people and believe 
they have little to gain from dues 
paying. However, Reuther and 
company will now come to them 
with at least one new tempting 
gift-wrapped offer. This is the 
new pension plan which pools 
workers of different small com­ 
panies. 
This will give the small plant 
employe the same pension plan 
security 
as that enjoyed by 
workers in the big auto and steel 
corporations. 
What 
Reuther 
plans 
to do is simply pool 
thousands of workers of dif­ 
ferent small shops in central 
pension plans handled 
by in­ 
surance companies. 
It would be a portable pen­ 
sion so workers could hit the 
road if they wished and still 
carry 
their pension 
credits 
with them— if they stay in the 
new union being offered them by 
the I. U. D. 
This 
new unionization cam­ 
paign is just the kind of chal­ 
lenge Reuther 
loves to tackle 
in long, eloquent assaults from 
latter day barricades. And it’s 
just the kind of challenge, some 
labor leaders here say, which 
will leave him stuttering 
and 
muttering. 
But nobody here is counting 
him out. These are practical 
men. They’ll wait to see if the 
whiz kid 
of the 30s still has 
it in the 60s.

Exactly a year ago, Red Chi­ 
na set in motion machinery for 
a new "people's war" in South­ 
east Asia, in the style of Viet 
Nam. 
Today, anti-Communist lead­ 
e rs scent danger, seeing in Pe­ 
king's activities a new stage in 
a nibbling process by which the 
Chinese may hope eventually to 
dominate the whole southeast 
Asia mainland. 
To these leaders, the peril 
seems more acute in view of 
Red China's quarrel with Mos­ 
cow and its setbacks elsewhere: 
frustration in the India subcon­ 
tinent, failure of policy in Africa 
and the fiasco of the Peking-ori­ 
ented Communist party of In­ 
donesia. 
Apart 
from 
Viet 
Nam, 
Chinese communism has had 
little luck inthenon-Communist 
Orient. 
Before the calamity 
which befell Indonesia's Reds 
following an abortive Oct. I 
coup, there were signs they 
were trying to reactivate the 
Hukbalahap Communist insur­ 
gency in the Philippines, but 
that movement, which collapsed 
IO years ago, apparently has 
disintegrated 
into squabbling 
bands of ideologically inclined 
bandits. 
Thus Thailand, a pro-Ameri­ 
can bastion in the Far East, is a 
natural target. In Bangkok last 
week, the Thai deputy defense 
m inister, Air Chief Marshal 
Dawee Chyllasap, said, "We 
have reliable information that 
there is a Chou En-lai plan 
against Thailand.'' While no 
real guerrilla warfare 
has 
started, he said, Communists 
were 
becoming 
"seriously 
active now'' in Thailand's im* 
poverished northeast, forming1 
small groups to carry 
out 
a first phase of the plan. 
Whether it is named for the 
Red Chinese prem ier, there evi­ 
dently is a plan which was set in 
motion early last December. 
Peking then announced the for­ 
mation of a "Thailand Inde­ 
pendence Movement." In Janu­ 
ary it announced organization of 
a "Patriotic Front for Thai­ 
land." 
This is the Viet Nam pattern: 
guerrilla forces backed by a 
front.

tional Liberation Front" was 
set up in December 1960 just 
in advance of the all-out Viet 
Confr extort which eventually 
r ip S ttf tfir war there to its, 
present stage.

area would be no problem. 
In addition, there are 30,000 or 
more North Vietnamese in the 
northeast, there since the end of 
the French war in Indochina 
and openly loyal to North Viet 
Nam. In the south near Ma­ 
laysia, 700 terrorists, mostly 
Chinese remnants of the Malaya 
insurgency of a decade ago,are 
reported to have infiltrated into 
Thailand and reorganized. 
The Thais for the most part 
have a traditional dislike and 
distrust toward Chinese. There 
are close to five million over­ 
seas Chinese in Thailand, all 
subject to pressures from Red 
China's agents. 
Communism is not popular in 
Thailand. A Communist party 
was formed in 1946, mostly of 
Chinese, and outlawed in 1952. 
It's hard-core leadership now 
may be only 500 with about IO,- 
OOO sympathizers. Up to now the 
government has appeared to 
have them in hand. But the sit­ 
uation could change. Experi­ 
ence of the postwar years has 
shown it takes only small forces 
to sustain a guerrilla war. 
A UJS. Special Forces group 
from Okinawa has worked with 
Thai Special Forces, training 
them for antiguerrilla w ar.The 
United States, with an already 
heavy military commitment in 
Thailand, is financing construc­ 
tion of a new airfield which

FOR MISSOURI CARS? 
W o license 
plates for each 
car, issued yearly — that’s 
what 
might be in the offing 
for Missouri m otorists. Gov­ 
ernor Warren E, Hearnes is in 
favor of such a proposal and 
there’s a good chance 
it will 
become law, if some of the bugs 
can be worked out. 
The Highway Patrol has long 
advocated the two-license plate 
per car idea for purposes oi 
law enforcement. The need for 
change of the present system 
came into focus recently when a 
woman 
with associations with 
an inmate of the Molierly Med­ 
ium Security Prison — which 
makes renewal tabs— was ar­ 
rested and found to have a 


quantity of the tabs in her 
possession. The tabs, it was 
found, were not stolen but were 
d u p l i c a t e s . 
Nevertheless, 
the 
l a t e 
Col. 
Hugh 
Wag­ 
goner, 
s u p e r i n t e n d e n t of 
the Highway Patrol, explained 
that due to such undetected 
thefts and duplicate tabs, the 
state was losing untold amounts 
of money. 
One of the favorite tricks of 
the “ tab grabbers” is to cutoff 
the corner of the license plate 
which has the small adhesive 
tab on it and transfer it to 
their own car with some tricky 
bolting. The number of appli­ 
cations 
for duplicate 
tabs 
brought attention to this prac­ 
tice. 
Mismatched tabs are hard to 
detect, because the serial iden­ 
tification numbers at the bot­ 
tom are for bookkeeping pur­ 
poses and small in size. The 
small tabs, which come 50 in a 
book, are easily stolen lf some 
unauthorized person had access 
to them, it was pointed out. 
Presently the tabs are issued 
for yearly renewals and license 
plates are Issued every five 
years.

BUDGET HEARINGS: 
A FIRST PREVIEW 
Budget hearings in the State 
Capitol, which are set to end 
Dec. 9, mark the first time that 
a governor has actually con­ 
ducted the hearings himself on 
his executive budget requests. 
The hearings are a preview for 
administrators, agency 
heads 
and even college and university 
officials of the Senate and House 
appropriation coni rn ittee he a r- 
ings which will take place dur­ 
ing the special session. 
The 
session will be devoted mainly 
to budgetary affairs. 
From the present hearings, the 
Governor will determine what, 
action 
to take on amounts re­ 
quested before he issues 
his 
Executive Budget for presenta­ 
tion to the General Assembly. 
Ifs sort of a screening proc­ 
ess, as the Governor, as chief 
executive 
of the state, 
is 
responsible for the fiscal af­ 
fairs 
of Missouri. The Gov­ 
ernor’s budget will have to be 
in line with the predicted cur­ 
rent income of the state prior 
to submission to the General 
Assembly. 


The process goes like this; 
By tradition, the chairman of the 
House Appropriations Commit­ 
tee takes the figures in the 
executive budget and introduces 
them in a series—about 
two 
dozen or so—of bills. 
Next, 
House 
appropriations 
hearings begin and agency and 
department heads may appear 
before the committee to ask 
for more money, etc. The House 
usually accepts its com mlttee's 
recommendation 
and 
sends 
them to the Senate, where the 
hearing process Is duplicated, 
and amendments made. This 
means a House-Senate Con­ 
ference 
committee 
frets the 
next try and does the final pol­ 
ishing before the bills go to the 


Governor. 
Through his “ item Veto," the 
Governor can reduce or elim­ 
inate — but not increase — 
amounts called for In the bills. 
After any final action by 
the 
Governor, the' bills become law.

War May Stage Conflict of 
Own With Great Society

NEW YORK -- The Viet Nam 
conflict and the Great Society 
may stage a private war of their 
own in the next few weeks as 
a new federal budget is ham­ 
mered out. 
Costs of both have been ris ­ 
ing. The first casualty appears 
to be hopes of another tax cut. 
But if the m ilitary spending 
rises much faster, some of the 
Great Society programs may 
have to be set back in their 
timing. 
These 
new 
program s have 
been estimated to call for more 
than $30 billion over the next 
five years. How fhuch more the 
war will cost is shrouded in 
considerable mystery and un­ 
certainty. 
Together the war and the new 
social programs already have 
increased 
the federal deficit 
this year well above the esti­ 
mate of last January. 
The new budget which Presi­ 
dent Johnson will submit to 
Congress next month will out­ 
line spending plans for 
the 
fiscal year starting next July 
I. The rest of this month the 
President and heads of gov­ 
ernment departments will be 
trying 
to 
choose 
between 
various 
spending 
proposals. 
The object: to try to keep total 
expenditures within a liveable 
range of probable tax collec­ 
tions -- a range that doesn't 
threaten a dangerously large 
deficit. 
This year the Congress ap­ 
propriated a record $119 bil­ 
lion, $13 billion more than last 
year. But the F irst National 
City Bank of New York points 
out today in its December let­ 
ter that the impact is yet to be 
felt since in addition to ap­ 
propriations 
it 
“ authorized 
huge amounts as part of new 
welfare legislation” which will 
call for appropriations in future 
years. 
Since the President has prom­ 


ised to ward off inflation wher­ 
ever it threatens, many private 
economists now feel that this 
year the shaping of the new fed­ 
eral budget will be done with 
much more of an eye to cost 
cutting than a year ago, when 
Defense Department spending 
was declining instead of rising 
as today. 
The outcome of such frugali­ 
ty, if it develops, could affect 
many government activities, ol ’ lnnlp 
and new. The more the Viet 
Nam war costs rise, the tighter 
the squeeze on sums available 
for the Great Society programs. 
The bank economists think both 
the President and the Congress 
will be more inclined to give 
fiscal restraint top priority. 
Budget drafting in the next 
few weeks should give a clue.

Viet Nam 
(AP)—UJJ. fighters and bomb­ 
ers pounded suspected Red bas­ 
es and supply routes in South 
Viet Nam today while ground 
fighting again slacked off. 
A battle-scarred battalion of 
the U-S. 1st Infantry Division 
skirmished briefly with Com­ 
munist forces on the Jungle out­ 
skirts of the abandoned Mlche- 
lin plantation 40 miles north­ 
west of Saigon while both sides 
were apparently searching for 
combat dead in the big battle 
fought there Sunday. 
The men of the "Big Red 
One" captured one enemy troop­ 
er who identified himself as a 
North Vietnamese regular in 
a heavy-weapons company at­ 
tached to the Viet Cong regi­ 
ment prowling the area, UJS.

Although air attacks on North 
Viet Nam slackened off to 11 
missions on which Air Force 
and Navy planes unloaded 31 
tons of bombs, U. S, and Viet­ 
namese aircraft flew 408 com­ 
bat strikes in the South, spokes* 
men announced. 
Off the Vietnamese coast, the 
76,700-ton carrier Kitty Hawk 
sent aloft her Jet flghter-bomb- 
ers again after her crew battled 
a series of fires for three hours 
Monday. Two sailors died of 


smoke inhalation, and 29 per* 
sons were injured when flash 
fires broke out below decks 
while the carrier was taking 
fuel from a tanker. 
A two-seat F4C Phantom Jet 
crashed 280 miles north of Sai­ 
gon, apparently killing both 
crewmen. Spokesmen said they 
did not think the supersonic 
plane was hit by ground fire.

ic Fleet in Pearl Harbor 24 
years ago today make remote 
any chance of similar confusion 
on contacting officials, a Penta­ 
gon spokesman told a reporter. 
In 1941, almost everything 
went 
wrong 
in 
the weeks 
preceding Dec. 7 and on the day 
Itself. 
The possibility of a Japanese 
attack somewhere had been 
foreseen for months, Hie United 
States had accomplished a dra­ 
matic breakthrough in intelli­ 
gence, cracking the cipher code 
used by Japan. Still matters 
went awry. 
Using information from the 
cracked code, intelligence ex­ 
perts were able to decipher on 
Dec. 6 most of 13 parts of the 14- 
part radio messages sent by 
Tokyo to the Japanese Embassy 
in Washington. 
The 13 parts contained infor­ 
mation indicating that negotia­ 
tions were be be ended and that 
war was to follow — but still 
lacked a clue as to where and 
when 
the 
attack would be 
launched. It still Is not clear at 
what hour part 14 became avail­ 
able. Still another message told 
the embassy to destroy its code 
machine and all secret docu­ 
ments. The Tokyo government 
ordered the embassy to deliver 
the 14-part message to the Am­ 


erican State Department at 1 
p.m. EST on Dec. 7 — which 
was dawn at Pearl Harbor. 
The late Gen. George C.Mar­ 
shall, Army chief of staff, and 
Adm. Harold P. Stark, the chief 
of naval operations, were not 
reached for delivery of the lat­ 
est vital information, which 
showed that only hours were left 
before an attack. 
Investigations and subsequent 
statements by Marshall and oth­ 
ers seem to show that Stark was 
away from his home for the 
evening but that Marshall was 
at his quarters in Ft. Myer, Va., 
Just across the Potomac River 
from Washington. 
A report by a special Army 
board which investigated in 1944 
says that the important in­ 
formation reached the Army's 
G-2 (the intelligence division) 
not later than 9 p.m. on the eve­ 
ning of Dec. 6, was placed in a 
locked pouch for delivery to 
then Ccd. Bedell Smith with a 
warning that lt contained a vi­ 
tally important message. Smith 
was Marshall's top aide.

"Whatever was the reason of 
Col. Bedell Smith for not con­ 
veying this message to Gen. 
Marshall on the night of Dec. 6, 
lt was an unfortunate one.

President Lyndon B. Johnson has put in two 
years as the nation’s chief executive and if 
he is having trouble getting his strength back 
from a gall bladder operation the nation also 
is experiencing difficulty catching its breath. 
It was on Nov. 22, 1963, that the 55-year-old 
Johnson took the oath of office as the 36th 
President of the United States. The ceremony 
was aboard the presidential jet, Air Force 
One, just before departure from Love Field, 
Tex., for Washington, D. C. 
Less than one hour after John Fitzgerald Ken­ 
nedy, the 35th President, was declared dead 
of an assassin’s bullet. 
“ I will do my best; that is all I can do; I 
ask your help,” said the new President. 
There never has been any doubt since but 
that he has given his all to the job. 
That, of course, has been much too much 
for many of us. 
Initially he pulled the nation together in shock 
over the violent passing of its young President. 
In his first presidential address, he stressed 
the continuity of legislative and foreign policy 
goals. 
In the first year of consolidation, Johnson 
prodded Congress into enactment of two major 
bills left over from the Kennedy years—a 
strong civil rights bill and an $11.5 billion 
tax cut. 
Yet on May 22, 1964, less than a year after 
he took office, the new President felt secure 
enough to replace Kennedy’s New Frontier with 
Johnson’s Great Society. And the country hasn’t 
been the same since. 
In that autumn—a year ago—he won election 
in his own right by the largest popular margin 
in the nation’s history. 
With a huge working majority in the 89th Con­ 
gress, Johnson administration legislation was 
passed in 1965 in a seemingly endless flow. 
Some of it—like medicare—had been stalled 
for 20 years. 
Three years of uninterrupted economic ex­ 
pansion under Kennedy have become five under 
his successor. 
The ever-expanding war in Viet Nam and the 
crisis in the Dominican Republic, could yet 
prove black marks against Johnson. 
There also is the possibility but not prob­ 
ability that the enormous spending programs and 
some of the hastily and ill conceived drawn 
domestic legislation that he has triggered may 
remain to haunt him, turning people against 
him instead of producing still more popular 
votes for him to harvest. 
But barring the unexpected, a nation which 
has lived with Johnson’s planned spontaneity 
for two years will have him at the helm for 
seven more. 
That, brother, really is something to con­ 
template.

Yet this process accelerates the welfare state 
and causes people to look to the federal govern­ 
ment for many types of assistance that could 
best be obtained locally—best from the stand­ 
points of efficiency, economy and sound adminis­ 
tration. 
If a state can induce the federal government 
to spend $1.15 within its borders for every $1 
extracted in federal tax from the state’s citizens, 
it may give its citizens the comforting thought 
they are staying ahead in the gay battle of chasing 
federal dollars. 
It is quite another thing to ponder how many 
dollars the taxpayers of the benefitting state 
and those of other states may pay out to produce 
that $1.15 after administrative costs are sub­ 
tracted. 
The enormous federal bureaucracy is not 
operated efficiently or cheaply. 
Part of the difficulty lies in the impossibility 


of ever dropping any federal program once it 
has been established. 
There are two compelling reasons for this. 
No bureaucrat will ever sit idly by while his 
program is being demolished. 
Once accustomed to receiving federal aid, no 
person, no community, no county and no state 
will willingly permit it to be withdrawn. 
Besides the federal government with its grow­ 
ing, ravenous appetite for tax revenues is giving 
smaller governmental subdivisions increasingly 
more limited areas in which to tax at a time 
when their costs are rising and their needs are 
growing. 
The individual who buys from a store offering 
trading stamps is foolish not to accept them 
because they are a part of the purchase price. 
He is paying for them. 
Similarity if federal aid exists any individual 
or smaller government subdivision should take 
advantage of it. 
It is impractical to try to fight the system. 
The spread of the welfare state cannot be 
stopped either during lulls between federal 
government spending programs. The cost of the 
federal government keeps rising even during 
these rest periods as a result of existing 
programs and the deficit spending mounts. 
Then the process is accelerated the next time 
the vote hungry politicians promise new pro­ 
grams offering greater federal benefits from 
the hard earned dollars of the taxpayers. 
Calling an abrupt halt on all federal spending 
would throw the country into a major depression. 
But it is doubtful if the people would sit still 
for a gradual tapering off of federal spending 
activity. This is the only practical way to avoid 
the creation of the welfare state and halt the 
process of being bled white. 
Agreement should be reached on areas of 
activity that would be left for private enter­ 
prise, city, county, state and federal government. 
Then a no poaching policy must be enforced 
strictly to give the American people top value 
for their money, keep the country free and strong 
and give them sound, effective government at 
all levels.

Washington Merry - Go - Round

WASHINGTON — Jim Quigley, 
assistant secretary of HEW, 
who cut off that $32 m illion of 
federal money to the Chicago 
schools and prom ptly got r e ­ 
versed, is resigning from the 
Johnson adm inistration, prob­ 
ably to run for governor of 
Pennsylvania. Jim is not sore 
at anyone and says LBJ did 
not get mad either. 
But behind this lies a story 
which may be the key to the 
Negro vote in New York, Chi­ 
cago, Philadelphia, Pittsburgh, 
St. Louis and other big cities 
in 1968. Negro leaders, meeting 
with two Johnson cabinet m em ­ 
b ers last week, very pointedly 
warned that the Negro vote was 
not hitched to the D em ocratic 
party and might well go Repub­ 
lican unless federal funds are 
stopped from going to se g re­ 
gated schools. 
The issue was debated with 
considerable vigor in a closed- 
door meeting between two cabi­ 
net m em bers and 17 white and 
Negro civil rights leaders last 
week in the office of Attorney 
General Nicholas Katzenbach. 
Secretary of HEW John G ard­ 
n er, 
who disperses federal 
funds to schools and hospitals, 
was also present. 
Their som etim es acid debate 
was not supposed to leak out, 
but this column can report that 
the two cabinet m em bers were 
adamant that the Chicago policy 
of advancing money to schools 
even 
without complete civil 
rights compliance would be con­ 
tinued. L ater, if cities o r states 
w ere found to disregard the law, 
the federal government would 
move to get its funds back. 
ROY WILKINS WARNS 
Civil rights leaders told Kat­ 
zenbach and G ardner that this 
would 
take months o r even 
years. They claim ed this would 
com pletely sabotage the intent 
of Congress in passing the Civil 
Rights Act. 
“ Title 6 of the Act is clear 
and 
ex plicit,'' said Marion 
B arry of SNCC. “ You have the 
power to withhold funds. School 
d istric ts will never come in 


line if you extend the money.” 
The argum ent got so heated 
that, at one point, m ild-m an­ 
nered Roy W ilkins, president 
of the powerful NAACP, warned: 
“ The Dem ocrats shouldn’t get 
the idea that they have the 
Negro vote sewed up forever. 
They haven’t. Look what hap­ 
pened in New York, Cleveland 
and Louisville just one month 
ago.” 
Wilkins referred to the fact 
that 60 per cent of the Harlem 
vote went for John Lindsay, 
Republican candiate for mayor; 
that Republicans kept control 
of Louisville thanks to the Negro 
vote; and that a Negro 
came 
within 
2,000 votes of being 
elected m ayor of Cleveland. 
Others attending the meeting 
included Joseph Rauh of the 
CIO Industrial Unions; Whitney 
Young of the Urban League; 
Andy B iem lller of the AFL- 
CIO; H arry W attel, rep resen t­ 
ing M artin Luther King; and 
George Wiley of CORE. 
They debated not only school 
integration but hospital inte­ 
gration and the fellure of the 
Ju stice 
Department to send 
m ore voting re g istra rs to the 
South. 
In general they found Attorney 
General Katzenbach m ore r e ­ 
ceptive than newly appointed 
HEW Secretary G ardner, though 
at one point Gardner adm itted 
his departm ent had not done a 
very good job. 
B iem lller of the AFL-CIO put 
up a strong plea to hold back 
federal funds for M edicare until 
each hospital com plies with the 
civil rights and is integrated. 
“ Don't give ’em the money 
firs t then talk about revoking it 
afterw ard,” B iem lller argued. 
“ The law is quite clear that 
they’re not entitled to federal 
funds until they have complied 
with the law.” 
Joe Rauh backed this up. 
“ Your only weapon is to hold 
back the money in the first 
place,” he argued. “ If you have 
a complaint that a school d is­ 
tric t o r hospital is not follow­ 
ing the law, they should never 


receive federal funds without 
a thorough investigation. It’s 
a m istake to advance the money, 
then try to revoke it if there is 
noncompliance.” 
The two 
cabinet m em bers, 
however, 
made no com m it­ 
m ents. They didn’t argue that 
they lacked the right to withhold 
the money. The law, they ad­ 
m itted, was quite clear that 
they had the right. But they 
seem ed frozen in their posi­ 
tions as if they had received 
instructions from higher up. 
“ Negroes are going to con­ 
sid e r it a white man’s trick to 
pass this law and then not en­ 
force it,” argued Rauh. 
MORE VOTE REGISTRARS 
Wiley, of CORE, and Wattel, 
representing 
M artin Luther 
King, made a plea for m ore vot­ 
e r reg istra rs. 
“ When you passed this law, 
the nation expected resu lts,” 
said Wattel, “ but the results 
have been pathetic.” 
He called attention to the fact 
that the Justice Department had 
sent only 32 re g istra rs to the 
en tire South. 
“ You have received 
com ­ 
plaints from over one hundred 
counties in the South,” argued 
W iley, “ but you have only 32 
re g istra rs in the entire a re a — 
only 13 in M ississippi, one of 
the worst states.” 
Katzenbach indicated that the 
Justice Departm ent could go 
further. 
Secretary G ardner said that 
he was appointing a special a s­ 
sistant to handle civil rights 
problem s, 
but under cro ss- 
examination said that the new 
assistant would have no staff. 
“ What’s the use of appointing 
a special assistant with no staff 
to carry out his work?” de­ 
manded Whitney Young of the 
Urban League. 
As the m eeting ended, the 
two unhappy cabinet m em bers 
made no prom ises. But they 
seem ed to get the point em ­ 
phasized by all the 
leaders 
present that there might be a 
lot of vote-sw itching against 
Johnson in 1968. 


R euther Launches M ulti-M il­ 
lion $$$ Drive To Unionize En­ 
tire Government 
SAN FRANCISCO— When Wal­ 
te r Reuther last attended a na­ 
tional 
convention here of the 
men who lead America’s power­ 
ful labor movement, 
he took 
tim eo u t to beard N. S. Khrush­ 
chev in a posh Nob Hill den. 
Now the 
Detroit auto union 
chief is seeking bigger g a m e - 
such as the U. S. governm ent. 
He and his colleagues want to 
unionize a million or m ore fed­ 
era l 
employes 
as 
part of a 
sweeping organization drive on 
which he is willing to spend over 
$5 million. 
As always at a gathering of the 
nation's 900 most influential la­ 
bor leaders at their biennial 
AFL - CIO Constitutional Con­ 
vention, Reuther is the restless, 
colorful, idea-rocketing center 
of attraction for the delegates 
and the tourists. 
There is an in-group, 
the 
power structure, which is little 
known to the public 
because 
that’s how this establishm ent 
p refers it. Generally outwardly 
placid, it is now inwardly nettled 
by R euther’s barbs and charges 
that it has a “ bankers m entali­ 
ty'* and refuses to take “ money 
out of the m othballs.” 
But not since the pre-space 
age in this city when immova­ 
ble George Meany battled the ir ­ 
resistible John Lewis 
— and 
Old King Coal lo st— have there 
been any open floor battles. Now 
all is behind the scenes. P ri­ 
vately the other national labor 
chiefs 
are saying 
in effect; 
Okay, Reuther, let’s see what 
you can do. 
So the “ redhead” is develop­ 
ing plans, meeting with labor 
chiefs from across the land, 
attem pting to raise m illions 
for an uncharacteristically un­ 
spectacular, but 
characteris­ 
tically history making unioniz­ 
ing drive in '66. 
There is talk of his organizers 
sweeping 
across the 
South. 
However, the first sector to 
watch for moves by the A FL- 
CIO*s industrial union (L U, D.) 
wing, which he leads, is right 
sm ack in the heart of Washing­ 
ton, D. C. 
There he and his brilliantly 
competent Executive D irector- 
Secretary 
T reasurer, 
Jack 
Conway, have a huge potential 
—som e 800,000 non-union gov­ 
ernm ent em ployes. These men 
and women of the civil service 
can be unionized into the old, 
but unknown and weak Am eri­ 
can Federation of Government 
Employes (A. F. G. E.). 
If successful in the capital, 
Reuther*s 
organizers 
would 
have virtually a m illion-m em ­ 


ber base in the A. F. G. E. for 
fanning 
across country. Now 
he would 
be ready to move 
south in search of non-unionized 
employes at hundreds of new 
federal installations. Some of 
these are huge m ilitary sites. 
O thers have just a handful of 
w orkers in a cluster of classi­ 
fied buildings. 
This campaign could be cou­ 
pled with “ organize-the-unor- 
ganized” 
d r i v e s 
amongst 
m igratory farm w orkers and at 
nearby 
hotels, 
m otels, re s­ 
taurants, 
laundries and other 
service “ shops'*. 
But that would be secondary* 
in the push to sign up the gov­ 
ernm ent — and city govern­ 
ments as well. 
If other unions make money 
and manpower available — and 
that is what 
Reuther and his 
colleagues seek at this Sixth 
Constitutional Convention —the 
L U. D. will launch offensives 
against thousands of sm all bus­ 
inesses here in California, Chi­ 
cago (area) and New England. 
Jack Conway and his rese arch ­ 
e rs reckon that the sm all shop 
potential is in the hundreds of 
thousands of new m em bers. 
These plants employ from 100 
to 150 w orkers and have been 
thought im pregnable to labor 
organizers. Many of them are 
low income people and believe 
they have little to gain from dues 
paying. However, Reuther and 
company will now come to them 
with at least one new tempting 
gift-wrapped offer. This is the 
new pension plan which pools 
w orkers of different sm all com­ 
panies. 
This will give the sm all plant 
employe the sam e pension plan 
security 
as that enjoyed by 
w orkers in the big auto and steel 
corporations. 
What 
Reuther 
plans 
to do is sim ply pool 
thousands of w orkers of dif­

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Danger Scented 
In Chinese Moves

Exactly a year ago, Red Chi­ 
na set in motion machinery tor 
a new "people’s war" in South­ 
east Asia, in the style of Viet 
Nam. 
Today, anticommunist lead­ 
ers scent danger, seeing in Pe­ 
king’s activities a new stage in 
a nibbling process by which the 
Chinese may hope eventually to 
dominate the whole southeast 
Asia mainland. 
To these leaders, the peril 
seems more acute in view of 
Red China’s quarrel with Mos­ 
cow and its setbacks elsewhere: 
frustration in the India subcon­ 
tinent, failure of policy in Africa 
and the fiasco of the Peking-ori- 
ented Communist party of In­ 
donesia. 
Apart 
from 
Viet 
Nam, 
Chinese communism has had 
little luck in the non-Communist 
Orient. 
Before the calamity 
which befell Indonesia’s Reds 
following an abortive Oct. 1 
coup, there were signs they 
were trying to reactivate the 
Hukbalahap Communist insur­ 
gency in the Philippines, but 
that movement, which collapsed 
10 years ago, apparently has 
disintegrated into squabbling 
bands of ideologically inclined 
bandits. 
Thus Thailand, a pro-Ameri­ 
can bastion in the Far East, is a 
natural target. In Bangkok last 
week, the Thai deputy defense 
minister, Air Chief Marshal 
Dawee Chyllasap, said, "We 
have reliable information that 
there is a Chou En4ai plan 
against Thailand.’’ While no 
real guerrilla warfare 
has 
started, he said, Communists 
were 
becoming 
"seriously 
active now” in Thailand's im­ 
poverished northeast, forming 
small groups to carry 
out 
a first phase of the plan. 
Whether it is named for the 
Red Chinese premier, there evi­ 
dently is a plan which was set in 
motion early last December. 
Peking then announced the for­ 
mation of a "Thailand Inde­ 
pendence Movement.” In Janu­ 
ary it announced organization of 
a "Patriotic Front for Ihai- 
land.” 
This is the Viet Nam pattern: 
guerrilla forces backed by a 
front. The Viet Cong’s "Na­ 
tional Liberation Front” was 
set up in December 1960 just 
in advance of the all-out Viet 


present stage. 
Soon after the organizations 
were set up in Peking, a Euro­ 
pean diplomat returning from 
China quoted Marshal Chen Yi, 
the deputy premier, as saying 
"We may have a guerrilla war 
going in Thailand before the 
year is out.”

The Thailand Inde­ 
pendence Movement delegate In 
Peking is a man named Mon 
Non Nanakon. The Patriotic 
Front leader is Phayom Chula, 
non. 
Some reports say the plotters 
hope to use Pridi Phanamyong, 
65, wartime Thai regent and 
1946 premier, as a figurehead. 
Apparently he has been In Pe­ 
king since 1951. His name was 
connected in 1957 with a Peking- 
sponsored "Thai free state,’’ 
and his appeals have been 
broadcast to Thailand to over­ 
throw governments. 
Nanakon, in a Peking broad­ 
cast 
to 
his countrymen in 
March, said the situation in 
Thailand 
was 
critical, and 
begged them to join with Com­ 
munists in a struggle against 
"the UJS. imperialists and their 
lackeys,” using "every pos­ 
sible means of struggle.” 
The means Include terrorism. 
It already has been in operation 
in the northeast dustbowl of 
Thailand, home for a third of 
the nation's 30 million people. 
The tactics are strikingly 
similar to those used by the Viet 
Cong when their big effort in 
Viet Nam began in 1960: assas­ 


sination of village chiefs and 
persons collaborating with the 
government. Bangkok officials 
claim the Communists killed 50 
'such persons this year. 
Thailand has no frontier with 
China, but has an 800-mile bor­ 
der with Laos. The northeast 
target area people are of Lao 
stock. 
Infiltration from the 
Communist-held 
Pathet 
Lao 
area would be no problem. 
In addition, there are 30,000 or 
more North Vietnamese In the 
northeast, there since the end of 
the French war In Indochina 
and openly loyal to North Viet 
Nam. In the south near Ma­ 
laysia, 700 terrorists, mostly 
Chinese remnants of the Malaya 
Insurgency of a decade ago, are 
reported to have infiltrated Into 
Thailand and reorganized. 
The Thais tor the most part 
have a traditional dislike and 
distrust toward Chinese. There 
are close to five million over­ 
seas Chinese In Thailand, all 
subject to pressures from Red 
China’s agents. 
Communism is not popular in 
Thailand. A Communist party 
was formed In 1946, mostly of 
Chinese, and outlawed in 1952. 
It’s hard-core leadership now 
may be only 500 with about 10,- 
000 sympathizers. Up to now the 
government has appeared to 
have them in hand. But the sit­ 
uation could change. Experi­ 
ence of the postwar years has 
shown It takes only small forces 
to sustain a guerrilla war. 
A UjS. Special Forces group 
from Okinawa has worked with 
Thai Special Forces, training 
them for antiguerrilla war. The 
United States, with an already 
heavy military commitment in 
Thailand, is financing construc­ 
tion of a new airfield which 


could be part of a massive mili­ 
tary complex to counter Red 
expansion. 
Peking’s threats have become 
more 
menacing 
in 
recent 
months in view of the unofficial­ 
ly acknowledged role Thailand 
plays In the Viet Nam war, per­ 
mitting use of Thai bases tor air 
missions against Red strong­ 
holds in Viet Nam and Laos. 


TWO LICENSE PLATES 
FOR MISSOURI CARS? 
Two license plates for each 
car, issued yearly — that’s 
what 
might be in the offing 
for Missouri motorists. Gov­ 
ernor Warren E, Hearnes is In 
favor of such a proposal and 
there’s a good chance 
it will 
become law, If some of the bugs 
can be worked out. 
The Highway patrol has long 
advocated the two-license plate 
per car idea for purposes oi 
law enforcement. The need for 
change of the present system 
came into focus recently when a 
woman with associations with 
an inmate of the Moberly Med­ 
ium Security Prison — which 
makes renewal tabs— was ar­ 
rested and found to have a 


quantity of the tabs in her 
possession. The tabs, it was 
found, were not stolen but were 
d u p l i c a t e s . 
Nevertheless, 
the 
late Col. 
Hugh Wag­ 
goner, 
s u p e r i n t e n d e n t of 
the Highway Patrol, explained 
that due to such undetected 
thefts and duplicate tabs, the 
state was losing untold amounts 
of money. 
One of the favorite tricks of 
the “ tab grabbers’’ Is to cutoff 
the corner of the license plate 
which has the small adhesive 
tab on it and transfer it to 
their own car with some tricky 
bolting. The number of appli­ 
cations 
for duplicate 
tabs 
brought attention to this prac­ 
tice. 
Mismatched tabs are hard to 
detect, because the serial iden­ 
tification numbers at the bot­ 
tom are for bookkeeping pur­ 
poses and small In size. The 
small tabs, which come 50 in a 
book, are easily stolen If some 
unauthorized person had access 
to them, it was pointed out. 
Presently the tabs are issued 
for yearly renewals and license 
plates are issued every five 
years. Under the plan advocated 
by the late Col. Waggoner and 
Governor Hearnes, tabs would 
be done away with and license 
plates — two for each car— 
would be issued every year. 
It would be easier for Troop­ 
ers to identify 
such plates, 
say from across a highway, 
and the Highway patrol theo­ 
rizes 
the state 
would gain 
enough in revenue by eliminat­ 
ing losses to pay whatever the 
additional cost of the plates 
might be. 
The tabs cost about 5<? each tc 
produce; plates cost about 10£, 
or 20£ per car. This would re 


quire an appropriation at the 
onset of any changeover, but 
Governor Hearnes hasn’t In­ 
dicated whether he’ll ask for it 
at the special session early 
next year or not. It seems 
probable, however, in view of 
his support of the measure. 
If the change were to take 
place 
beginning July 1, 1966 
—the start of the 1966-67 fiscal 
year—there is at least one bug 
still to be worked out. If two 
plates are Issued beginning in 
July, what would people who 
had renewed their old plates be­ 
tween January and June be re­ 
quired to do? 
BUDGET HEARINGS: 
A FIRST PREVIEW 
Budget hearings in the State 
Capitol, which are set to end 
Dec. 9, mark the first time that 
a governor has actually con­ 
ducted the hearings himself on 
his executive budget requests. 
The hearings are a preview for 
administrators, agency heads 
and even college and university 
officials of the Senate and House 
appropriation committee hear­ 
ings which will take place dur­ 
ing the special session. 
The 
session will be devoted mainly 
to budgetary affairs. 
From the present hearings, the 
Governor will determine what 
action to take on amounts re­ 
quested before he issues 
his 
Executive Budget for presenta­ 
tion to the General Assembly. 
It’s sort of a screening proc­ 
ess, as the Governor, as chief 
executive 
of the state, 
is 
responsible for the fiscal af­ 
fairs 
of Missouri. The Gov­ 
ernor’s budget will have to be 
in line with the predicted cur­ 
rent income of the state prior 
to submission to the General 
Assembly, 


The process goes like this; 
By tradition, the chairman of the 
House Appropriations commit­ 
tee takes the figures in the 
executive budget and introduces 
them in a series—about two 
dozen or so—of bills. 
Next, 
House appropriations 
hearings begin and agency and 
department heads may appear 
before the committee to ask 
for more money, etc. The House 
usually accepts its committee's 
recommendation 
and 
sends 
them to the Senate, where the 
hearing process Is duplicated, 
and amendments made. This 
means a House-Senate Con­ 
ference 
committee 
gets the 
next try and does the final pol­ 
ishing before the bills go to the 


Governor. 
Through his “ Item Veto,” the 
Governor can reduce or elim­ 
inate — but not increase — 
amounts called for In the bills. 
After any final action by the 
Governor, the bills become law.

Together the war and the new 
social programs already have 
increased the federal deficit 
this year well above the esti­ 
mate of last January. 
The new budget which Presi­

DEXTER — At long last a 
simple, easy, inexpensive solu­

this week. But he was quick to 
add that he did not guarantee 
that it would continue to be the 
solution to the problem.
